The United States Is rapidly gather­ 
ing a navy of strength commensurate 
with the greatness of the nation, 
dispatch from Washington says: 
"Since the war preparations were 
began, forty-eight vessels of all types 
and classes have been added to the 
naval atrengtb. 
They range from 
tiny harbor defense torpedo boats 
the fast cruisers New Orleans and 
Albany, and include steam yachts, 
ocean-going tugs, 
colliers, an am-) 
balance ship, auxiliary cruisers, the 
vessels of the revenue-cutter service 
andlthe lighthouse tenders, which have 
lately been impressed. 
Of the total 
number of vessels now subject to the 
orders of the Navy department, about 
thirty have been pnrehased outright 
by the government, either at home or 
In Europe, and only about one-fifth of 
them are yet in condition for aer iee 
with the regular war vessels. 
The 
amount paid for these vessels has not 
been announced, but approximately it 
is understood that the newly purchased 
vessels have cost the navy so far nearly 
$9,000,000, of which one-third was 
paid for the ships bought abroad," 
The United States should have a 
strong navy, and ships should he pro­ 
vided 
as 
rapidly 
as 
possible 
until the country is on an equal foot­ 
ing with England.

Madrid Press Clamoring for War— Lon­ 


don Considers It Inevitable. 
Madrid, April 14.—The message of 
President McKinley was received with* 
mingled feelings. 
The public gener­ 
ally looked upon it as a direct thrust 
at Spanish sovereignty in Cuba. 
The 
government was inclined to regard it 
as a more peaceful proposition, and 
yet felt that it seriously menaced the 
Spanish cause. The action of congress 
has crystallized this sentiment into one 
of a most belligerent character. 
Anticipating this action, a meeting 
of the cabinet was held in Madrid on 
Tuesday night, which resulted in 
a 
positive declaration never to yield to 
what has been termed the 
preten­ 
sions of the United States.' The official 
report of this meeting given to the 
Madrid public contained this signifi­ 
cant paragraph: 
“The doctrines con­ 
tained in the president’s message are 
incompatible with the sovereignty and 
rights of the Spanish nation and are 
an interference in the international af­ 
fairs of this country.”

RADICAL RESOLUTIONS PASS. 


ft?**® Held Responsible for the Destroy 
tlon of the Battleship Maine and the 
Denth of American Seamen—Members ! 
Engage in a B oafh and Tumble Fight 
On the Floor* 


W ashington, April 14.—'The house oi 
representatives Wednesday, after one 
of the most exciting and memorable 
days in its history, by a vote of 322 
to 19, adopted a resolution which nine- 
tenths of its members believe makes 
war with Spain inevitable, it is a fact 
which was grimly commented upon by 
members as they spoke of the future, 
that every war in which the United 
State has engaged began in April, and 
that Wednesday was the anniversary 
of the fall of Fort Sumpter, 
which 
aroused the patriotic fervor of 
the 
north and made the four years of civil 
strife a certainty. 
The 
resolutions 
adopted direct the president to inter­ 
vene at once in Cuba to restore peace 
and secure to the people of this is­ 
land “A stable and independent gov­ 
ernment of their own,” and authorize 
him to use the army and navy to ex­ 
ecute the purpose of the resolutions. 
Although only nineteen member®— 
fifteen democrats, 
three 
republicans 
and one populist—dissented upon the 
final vote, the proceedings were mar­ 
red by a bitter and acrimonious dis­ 
play of partisan feeling. 
During the 
height of the excitement the lie was 
passed between Mr. Brumm (rep., Pa.) 
and Mr. Bartlett (dem., Ga.), and a 
disgraceful scene followed that almost 
descended to the level of a free fight. 
Hr. Bartlett hurled a book at his ad­ 
versary, and in a minute half a hun­ 
dred members were fighting like fiends. 
Order was finally restored and later 
the two members found that the alter­ 
cation had arisen out of a mi:-.under­ 
standing, whereupon th^re we; - mu­ 
tual apologies. 
Later in the proceed­ 
ings the speaker was obliged to again 
call upon the seargeant-at-arms with

At this juncture occurred the sen­ 
sational climax of the day, and one 
of the most exciting incidents in the 
history of the house. 
Members all

Suddenly in his rear In the next tiei 
of seats came in stentorian tones from 
Mr. Brumm (rep., Pa.) a taunt ad­ 
dressed generally to the 
democratic j 
side: 
“You got just what you didn’t 
want!” he shouted. 
“That is not true,” cried Mr. Bart­ 
lett, who it was subsequently explain­ 
ed, was addressing his remarks to a 
republican on the other side. 
“I say it is!” retorted Mr. Brumm. 
hotly. 
“It is not!” flared back Mr. Bart­ 
lett, turning and facing Mr. Brumm. 
“You are a liar!” 
responded Mr 
Brumm. 
The lie had passed. 
Instantly Mr 
Bartlett reached for a large 
hound 
copy of the Congressional Record in 
the desk before him, and, raising it 
aloft, hurled it at his adversary. 
It 
fell short, and then the two antago­ 
nists rushed for each other. 
The house immediately was in an up­ 
roar. Members crowded toward 
the 
combatants from all quarters. 
They 
ran across the area in front of the 
speaker's desk and crowded up the ad­ 
joining aisles, clinching, tugging, haul­ 
ing at each other like madmen. It was 
like a free fight in the street. Shouts 
of anger and indignation were heard on 
every hand* 
Members In the crush 
espoused the cause of the two original 
combatants and there were several ex­ 
citing collisions, but no blows struck. 
Meantime Mr. Bartlett and Mr. Brumm 
were trying to get at each other over 
the benches, but they were borne back 
by friends.

The suspense of the m em bers was al­ 
m ost unendurable, but shortly before 3 
o’clock Mr. Adams entered the hall 
with the report. The presentation ol 
the resolutions was the occasion foi 
a wild outburst of applause from the 
galleries and the floors. 
It was evi 
dent th a t the w ar spirit was ram pant. 
Mr. Adams asked unanim ous consent 
for the consideration of the resolutions 
and Mr. Bailey reserved the rig h t to 
object, saying th at w hether he object­ 
ed or not would depend upon a fail 
understanding as to the length of the 
debate could be reached. He sought to 
interpose w ith a request th a t the m in­ 
ority resolution be read, but the speak, 
er insisted th a t if objection was to 
he made it m ust be made then.

Miers became involved with Mr. Pierce 
of Missouri, and they almost came to 
blows. 
All this tim e the gavel of the speak­ 
er was heard above the awful noise, 
and his voice was com manding the 
sergeant-at-arm s 
to 
restore 
order. 
Armed with the great silver mace, the 
emblem of the authority of the house, 
Col. Russell, the sergeant-at-arm s, re­ 
peatedly charged the thick mass of 
struggling members, but was as often 
swept aside. A t last by the efforts of 
a dozen m uscular members the belliger­ 
ents were separated, the angry legis- 
' Ir.tors retired to their seats and a sem­ 
blance of order was restored. 
It was 
one of the most disgraceful scenes w it­ 
nessed in the house in many years. 
The effort to get the resolutions be­ 
fore the house having failed, the com­ 
m ittee on rules retired and form ulated 
a special order, which was brought in 
a few m inutes later, which Gen. H en­ 
derson presented. 
It provided for the 
im m ediate consideration of the resolu-, 
tions presented by the foreign affairs 
committee. The house was at this tim e 
still laboring under a great stress of 
suppressed excitem ent. 
Partisan feel­ 
ing was still ram pant. Mr. Henderson 
explained that the rule did not propose 
to close debate. 
“ I and my colleagues,” replied Mr. 
Bailey, 
“heartily agree to the rule 
which provides for the im m ediate con­ 
sideration of this im portant 
resolu­ 
tion. 
But there is a radical difference 
between the resolutions reported by 
the m ajority and those reported by the 
m inority. There ought to be tim e and 
opportunity allowed for those of us 
who think the m inority resolution the 
wiser to point out to the house and 
to the country the reasons for our be­ 
lief. 
And yet I know as well as the 
m embers on th a t side th at these reso­ 
lutions, involving the question of peace 
o r war, are to be rushed through this 
body with a short and insufficient de­ 
bate, and that, too, when every m an in 
the country knows th a t nothing can 
be done until the senate acts, and you 
know th a t the senate will act with 
i proper deliberation.” 
Mr. Johnson (rep., Ind.) entreated 
Mr. Henderson “not to be ungenerous 
enough to move the previous question 
until other gentlem en have had the 
right to be heard.” 
Mr. Henderson declined to yield, but 
he granted a few m inutes to Mr. Mc­ 
Millin (dem., Tenn.), a member of the 
committee on rules. 
Mr. McMillin favored tne adoption 
of the resolution at once, saying: “So 
far as I am concerned, and I believe 
I represent the members on this side of 
the house, we are not only in favor of 
free Cuba, but we intend th at the presi­ 
dent shall not stand in the way of that 
freedom.” 
Mr. Henderson in closing the debate 
criticised severely the position taken 
by Mr. Bailey. 
He demanded the pre­ 
vious question against the loud pro­ 
tests of Mr. Johnson (Ind.), who be­ 
came so violent in his denunciation of 
th is effort to stifle debate and not al­ 
low a “rem onstrance against tne un­ 
necessary w ar into which the country 
was to be plunged” th at the speaker 
had to appeal to the sergeant-at-arm s 
to compel him to take his seat. 
The rule was then adopted and the 
resolutions were again presented, to­ 
gether 
w ith those of the m inority, 
which were to be offered as a substi­ 
tute. 
Mr. Adams, the acting chairm an of 
the committee, closed the debate. He
